Weather Conditions 
Cause Problems 
for Farmers 


I . B, Kitnmel, Farm Adviser 
Many fanners, 
who 
last 
year 
were wondering if it would ever 
rain 
again,

concerned 
about wet soil and unable to get 
the plowing done. 
There are some points to re ­ 
member: 
(I) 
Southern 
Illinois 
has a longer growing season than 
any other part of the state. 
Corn 
can be planted in June with good 
results with I o s injury from early 
insects such as cut worms and 
runt worms. Soybeans will mature 
ii planted the first two weeks in 
July. (2) Soil worked wet will not 
give 
up 
necessary 
plant 
f o o d , 
t oops will suffer from lick of 
plant food and the soil will not 
hold needed moisture if worked 
wet. 
I suggest you wait until the 
s .-ii 
is dry enough to 
crumble 
well before any work is done on 


i t . 
( 3 ) Lespedeza can be seeded 
late 
on freshly 
worked soil 
or 
I repared seed bed. L e s p e d e z a 
should not be seeded late on un 
plowed land in competition with 
all 
the i arly grass and 
weeds. 
Lespedeza will furnish pasture, hay 
or a seed crop and is well adapted 
here. 
Oats are a good nurse crop 
tor lespedeza. You will have oats 
or weeds in the tseld and if oats 
are planted to be taken off for 
hey in dough stage Hie field will 
be clean for the lespedeza. ll no 
oats are there, the farm er will be 
too busy at other things to clip 
the early weeds. 
The hay from 
oats will be worth something even 
if oats are planted late in April. 
(4) Silage grain, such as corn or

There arc some good 
points of being a little late, es­ 
pecially when rainfall is the cause. 


SIU Country Column 


By Albert Meyer 
This week (April 17-23) has been 
called National Garden Week by 
the National Council of State Gar­ 
den clubs. 
Hence, the subject of 
gardening for this week’s discus 
sion 


The cool weather crops—radish­ 
es, lettuce, cabbage, green peas, 
spinach, and similar vegetables— 
have been slowed by hard freezing 
during the fourth week of March 
but should be making rapid pro 
gross by this time. 
Now the time has arrived to 
seed some of the warm season veg­ 
etables. 
From April 20 to May I 
is suggested as a good time to 
plant snap beans, cucumbers, okra, 
squash, sweet 
corn 
and similar 
crops. Tomatoes ought to be trans­ 
planted to the garden during this 
period, ioo. 


Good seed bed preparation is a 
prerequisite in gardening. Fertile 
soil is essential to high yields in 
this 
intensive 
type 
agriculture. 
Good gardeners plan their garden­ 
ing so that cover crops such as rye 
or winter oats are seeded in the 
autumn and turned down in the 
spring as a green manure crop to 
build up or maintain the humus 
in the soil. 
Liberal quantities of 
barnyard manure may be used in­ 
stead if available. 
For the home gardener a good 
rule of thum b is to broadcast a 
mixed fertilizer at the rate of three 
to tour pounds per hundred square 
feet when preparing the soil. 
A 
starter solution gives excellent re ­ 
sult* when transplanting tomatoes, 
cabbage, peppers, and any other 
plants that are started in green­ 
houses, hotbeds, or other tem por­ 
al > seeding quarters. 
Home gardens are a paying pro­ 
position 
tor persons desiring to 
produce vegetables and who are 
willing to expend some effort and 
manage the soil so as to have suf­ 
ficient plant food. 
A Southern 
Illinois University vegetable spe­ 
cialist says that tach dollar invest­ 
ed in a vegetable garden will re­ 
turn $20 worth of food. 
Ten dol­ 
lars will buy 
enough 
supplies, 
seeds, and plants to keep the aver­ 
age family supplied with vegetables 
- at least through the growing sea­ 
son and into the winter.

Soil Testing 
Station 
laboratory 
technicians

1,300 individual soil samples dur­ 
ing the past six months.

samples are from various experi­ 
ments on the Station, from pas­ 
tures which ire being renovated, 
and forestry plots as far away as 
Washington county. 
Certain tests 
are made to determine the amounts 
of lime, phosphorus, and potash 
needed to maintain fertility, while 
others give information on soil tex­ 
ture, organic contest of the soil. 
and soil moisture characteristics. 
Soil analyses are made by R. W. 
Anderson, 
assisted 
bv 
Wayne 
Speck, and under the general su­ 
pervision of W. R Boggess. 
Measurement of Tree Growth 
Weekly measurements of the Ii 
ameter growth of trees in a short­ 
ie af pine 
plantation 
have been 
.started by the Station foresters. 
These 
measurements 
are 
made 
with an instrument known as a 
micro-dendrometer which is cap­ 
able of recording diameter increas­ 
es as small as one-thousandth of 
an inch. 
In this way the research­ 
ers can determine just when and 
how much a tree grows. 
They are 
also able to determine the effects 
of such factors as soil moisture or 
method of thinning on tree growth. 
Gra^» Pastures Stocked 
Nu rated grass pastures have a 
high carrying capacity early in the 
spring. 
About the first of April, 
Bob Webb, Station Superintendent, 
stocked thirty 
acres 
of nitrated 
grass with 69 head 
of yearling 
steers. 
With this stocking rate the 
grass will be used when it is most 
palatable and most nutritious. 
Plowing for Corn 
Grass fields which were not fall 
plowed are now being plowed in 
preparation for corn. 
It is wise to 
get these fields plowed as far ahead 
of corn planting as possible rn 
allow tune for the grass to decom­ 
pose. 
lf decomposition is slight or 
incomplete, the bacteria causing dc 
composition will compete with the 
corn crop for fertilizer nutrients, 
particular^ nitrogen.

Nine head of 1.000 pound steers I 
and twelve head of 750 pound heif 
ers were sold on the East St. Loins 
market on April 5.

By doing this, 
the fertilizers are present and the 
lime has been on long enough to 
react with the soil so that more suc­ 
cessful p astu re seedings following 
corn may bo expected next fall. 
Reseeding of Legum es 
Some of tho spring seedings on 
the Station w ere damaged by freez­ 
ing and are b eing reseeded. Wayne 
Vlizell reports that protect ive cov­ 
er of cereal grains prevented com ­ 
plete loss, b u t that seedlings be­ 
tween the rows w ere destroyed al­ 
most IOO p ercent.

Dutch Bim 
Disease Spreads

CHAMPAIGN, 111. (EW— Dutch 
chn disease has spread from one 
known case in Illinois live years 
ago to 55 counties in this state, 
a specialist in plant diseases re­ 
ported today. 
J. C. Carter of the Illinois Nat­ 
ural History Survey said there is 
no known cure for the disease, 
which is killing thousands of elm 
trees in Illinois each year. 
However, C arter said property 
owners can help prevent its spread 
by destroying all dead and dying 
elms. 
He said this will get rid of the 
breeding place of the bark beetle 
The fungus of Dutch elm disease 
grows in the paths which the beet­ 
les make beneath the bark. 


The female falcon, like all in 
is larger than the male, according 
to Encyclopedia Britannica. 


Contrary to what we might have 
guessed, pasture irrigation did not 
result in greater soil compaction. 
Lee Card, Station researcher, sam 
pled both irrigated and non-irrigat 
ed pastures at several depths and

little difference

tween the iwo. 
Lee feels that ani 
mals grazing 
wet 
pastures will 
cause compaction, but that natural 
rainfall is the greatest factor with 
irrigation adding little to the com­ 
paction.

Legume, Grass Seed 
Worth More in Spring 


Farmers 
can 
save 
money 
by 
buying legume and grass seed in 
the fall. 
Or, if they grow seed, 
they can make money by holding 
until the following spring. 
That's one conclusion of a study 
by G. L. Jordan and William Hoer, 
University of Illinois farm econo­ 
mists, reported in a bulletin called 
“Pricing and 
Utilization 
of 
Le­ 
al; me and Grass Seed.” 
They studied red clover, sweet 
clover, 
alfalfa, 
alsike, 
lespedeza 
and timothy 
In three of the years between 
1950 and 1953, timothy sold for 
$1.90 more per 
IOO 
pounds 
in 
March than the September before. 
In two years out of 
four, red 
Clover cost $1.75 more in March. 
Prices for most seed varied in 
the same seasonal pattern. Aver­ 
age alfalfa prices didn’t vary so 
much, 
hut 
prices 
for 
improved 
varieties did 


Brices axo more im portant tu 


Varieties of vegetables are im­ 
portant to consider in gardening. 
Some of the newer kinds have giv­ 
en better results than old stand­ 
bys. 
However, it *s hest to use 
those that have been tried for sev­ 
eral years and found to give good 
\ ic leis 
consistently. 
University 
vegetable trial reports and the ad­ 
vice of a reliable seed dealer are 
helpful in choosing varieties. 
Some of the better producing 
varieties adaptable to area condi­ 
tions as tested at SIU are: 
Green beans — Contender. Top 
Crop, and Wade.
